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Southwest traffic 
mess a long way 
from relief: City

Funding woes will ensure 
some traffic snarls in the city’s 
southwest side continue for 
the foreseeable future, though 
plans are pending on a series of 
interchanges that could loosen 
up congested roadways. 

Approximately 35,000 
vehicles travel on Terwillegar 
Drive just north of Rabbit Hill 
Road each day, including driver 
Andrew Cao, who says his com¬ 
mute home can sometimes 
take up to 55 minutes when it 


should take 25. He says the area 
where Rabbit Hill Road merges 
onto Terwillegar Drive can be a 
nightmare during rush hour. 

“About 70 to 80 per cent of 
the time, you can anticipate it 
to be a problem area,” he said. 

Rabbit Hill Road was recent¬ 
ly widened between Riverbend 
Road and Magrath Boulevard 
to accommodate the increased 
traffic volumes, but commuters 
say it’s still not enough. 

Plans for an interchange at 
the intersection of Rabbit Hill 
Road and Terwillegar Drive, 
and another at Terwillegar 
Drive and Whitemud Drive, 
have been in place since 2001, 
but long-range transportation 
officials say that’s all there is at 
this point. 

“The unfortunate thing is 
we just haven’t been able to 
fund any one of them,” said 
Jason Meliefste, director of fa¬ 
cility and capital planning with

the city. 

The interchange planned for 
Terwillegar Drive and White- 
mud has a $450-milhon price 
tag. Subsequent interchanges 
like the one at Rabbit Hill and 
Terwillegar could cost $75-$100 
million each, said Meliefste. 

“It’s a veiy expensive prop¬ 
osition, and that has been one 
of the challenges moving for¬ 
ward on some of the improve¬ 
ments along that corridor,” 
he said, adding that west-end 
roads are also suffering from 
increased traffic.

Cait Wills is nervous. 

The Edmonton wife 
and mother says she’s been 
fighting a cold bug since 
mid-December, which has 
kept her from getting her 
flu shot. 

After Alberta Health 
announced Wednesday the 
province will likely be out 
of the vaccine by Friday, 
Wills says she probably 
missed her window of op¬ 
portunity. 

“When the (shot was 
available) in October, it 
didn’t register on my radar 
as something we were 
required to do,” Wills said. 

“I regret that deeply.” 

Edmonton Zone Medical 
Officer of Health Dr. Chris¬ 
topher Silcora said Thursday 
that while immunization 
clinics will be open Friday 
and possibly Saturday, 
Alberta Health Services is 
advising citizens to take 
precautions to prevent 
catching the bug. 

“Steps all of us can 
take to protect ourselves 
eveiy year are handwash¬ 
ing, coughing into your 
sleeves.... If people are 
sick, please stay home,” he 
added. 

To date, more than one 
million people have been 
immunized in the province. 
There have been 587 
confirmed cases of the flu 
in Edmonton. The province 
updated the total number 
of deaths to eight, remov¬ 
ing one death from the list 
as officials had recently 
confirmed it was not a case 
of seasonal influenza. 

AHS is planning on 
opening a flu-care clinic 
Friday at noon for Edmon¬ 
tonians suffering from flu¬ 
like symptoms. Doctors will 
offer anti-viral medications 
but no vaccinations, Silcora

Snow-related 311 calls 
spike in December 


Dialing in. More locals 
got in contact with city 
to talk parking bans, 
roadways, sidewalks 
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City officials blame higher- 
than-average snowfall last 
month for the tripling of 311 
snow-related calls compared 
with 2012. 

Last month the information 
fine received 12,654 calls relat¬ 
ed only to snow, with a total of 
37,319 snow-related inquiries 
made to 311 in all of 2013. 

The year prior, the city re-

ceived 4,311 snow calls in De¬ 
cember and received 12,654 
calls in all of 2012. 

“We got more than half of 
our yearly snowfall in the last 
six weeks of the year so there 
certainly was a surge in the 
number of calls,” said Laura 
McNabb of the city’s transpor¬ 
tation operations. 

The seasonal parking bans 


were one of the top inquiries 
for 311 callers, but calls in¬ 
cluded a range of subjects like 
roadways and sidewalks. 

City officials said once in¬ 
quiries are received through 
their main line, 311 operators 
dispatch the request directly to 
the district responsible for that 
zone in the city. 

The supervisor then reviews 


the complaint or comment and 
follows through by either call¬ 
ing the resident or sending out 
a crew for further action. 

“This is why we encourage 
citizens to call through 311 as 
opposed to, say, posting on so¬ 
cial media or sending an email 
to transportation — the matter 
is dealt with much more quick¬ 
ly via 311,” said McNabb.

For some within the Edmon¬ 
ton LGBTQ community, 2014 
got off to a bad start when 
they learned that the Exposure 
Queer Arts Festival would be 
no more. 

Created in 2007, Expos¬ 
ure was a weeklong festival 
of queer-themed visual and 
performance art. It started off 
strong, with a risque art exhib¬ 
it inside a former Edmonton 
bathhouse like the one that 
had been infamously raided by 
police in the ’80s. 

It continued for five years, 
allowing queer artists to discov¬ 
er an audience they otherwise 
wouldn’t. Likewise for some 
audiences, it unmasked a side 
of the city’s arts commun¬ 
ity previously out of their 
peripheiy. “It was a fantastic 
experience and it showed 
we had a radical, engaged 
queer community,” says Alexa 
DeGagne, outgoing vice-chair 
of Exposure. 

Surprisingly, there’s no sad¬ 
ness in DeGagne’s voice when 
she talks about the decision to 
end Exposure. In fact, she sees 


a lot of good in it. 

“It seems like the queer 
community we now have 
doesn’t fit the format of this 
festival. There’s a bunch of 
queer and social justice groups 
and artists doing exciting 
things in the city this year, so 
if we asked people to fit it into 
a five day festival it might do 
more damage than engaging 
them year-round.” 

With the Pride Centre in 
desperate need of funds, and 
the end of the Loud and Queer 
Cabaret coming in 2011, it’s 
tempting to think of this as yet 
more evidence of shrinking 
support for Edmonton’s LGBTQ 
community. But that’s not the 
case here. 

Yes, Exposure was plagued 
by limited resources (just like 
most social justice and non¬ 
profits today), but it was other¬ 
wise a veiy practical decision. 
By discontinuing the festival, 
organizers are encouraging 
the queer artists to branch 
out on their own, which is 
what DeGagne has witnessed 
happening in the years since 
Exposure began. 

So has Michael Phair, Ed¬ 
monton’s first openly gay city 
councilor and co-founder of the 
festival. “I’ve seen a flourishing 
of the gay and lesbian queer 


arts into the broader com¬ 
munity, and becoming much 
more positive and entrenched 
in many varieties,” he says. 
“Exposure maybe isn’t quite as 
needed or important as it was 
five years ago.” 

In some ways, the de- 
ghettoizing of queer arts is part 
of a trend happening across 
the world. According to an 
AIDS Care study, gay villages 
and gay bars are in decline in 
most cities as more gays go 
suburban. Indeed, in the last 
few years queer-themes have 
become more commonplace in 
the arts, even in Edmonton. 

The work of some of our 
most cherished artists, like 
Trevor Anderson and Brian 
Webb, confront queer issues. 
The Citadel has taken on such 
themes too, with productions 
of Courageous and other 
plays, while University of 
Alberta drama students chose 
to produce Tony Kushner’s 
masterpiece Angels in America 
Part One last fall. Not bad for 
a city that didn’t have its first 
officially recognized Pride 
parade until 2005. So, says 
Phair, you could say Exposure 
accomplished its mission: “It 
exposed the broader public to 
the artists, and the artists to 
the broader community.”

94-year-old 
letter returned 


Post-war Prairie life. 
Voice from Alberta’s 
past comes home 


A yellowed letter that turned 
up in an antique trunk half¬ 
way around the world is giving 
people in a small Alberta town 
a glimpse at what post-war Prai¬ 
rie life was like nearly a centuiy 
ago. 

Victoria Collier penned the 
correspondence on Nov. 15, 
1919 — shortly after the First 
World War — on letterhead 
from the Vulcan Supply Co. in 
the town of Vulcan, southeast 
of Calgaiy. 

The letter remained hidden 
away in a traveller’s trunk for 
94 years until a man named 
Tim Lacey bought the trunk 
in Balaklava, Australia, a few 


years ago. 

When he finally got a 
chance to go through it, he 
found the letter, looked up Vul¬ 
can on the map and shipped 
the missive back. 

“It does not seem as though 
things will ever be the same 
again, since this war, eveiy- 
thing here is upside down with 
strikes, the United States is in a 
dreadful state,” the letter reads. 
“Serves them right though they 
are always saying ‘How they 
won the war,’ running down 
other ‘Nations,’ thinking they 
rule the world, you should feel 
thankful you have not got them 
as neighbours.” 

Collier goes on about the 
weather at the time. 

“We have had a veiy diy 
year (the 3rd) again, it’s mak¬ 
ing things bad. An early winter 
has set in since October 15 we 


have had 2 feet of snow on the 
ground...cattle are dying for 
want of feed, hay is an awful 
price, can scarcely be got. Gov¬ 
ernment is talking of helping 
out more than has been.” 

The letter is addressed only 
to a Miss Scholz. It’s not known 
what the relationship was be¬ 
tween the two. 

Jonathan Allan, economic 
development officer for the 
Vulcan Business Development 
Society, said Collier’s family is 
still in the area and her grand¬ 
son, Dave, has been informed 
about the find. 

Allan said he was excited 
when Lacey reached out to 
them. 

The letter has been offered 
to the family, but Allan said he 
expects it will be placed in the 
Vulcan museum.

Senate scandal. 

RCMP’s focus on 
criminal charges could 
help PM's former chief 
of staff avoid legal 
consequences 


Nigel Wright could avoid facing 
legal consequences for his cen¬ 
tral role in the Senate expense 
scandal if the RCMP remains 
focused strictly on possible 
criminal offences, parliament- 
aiy law experts say 

They believe the surest 
route for prosecutors against 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s former chief of staff is an 
obscure section of the Parlia¬ 


ment of Canada Act. 

But so far, the Mounties do 
not appear to be considering it. 

Documents filed in court 
show the RCMP is intent on 
proving Wright, along with 
Sen. Mike Duffy, is guilty of 
bribery, fraud and breach of 
trust, as spelled out in the 
Criminal Code. Wright person¬ 
ally gave Duffy $90,000 so that 
the senator could pay back dis¬ 
puted living expense claims. 

For Rob Walsh, former law 
clerk for the House of Com¬ 
mons, the Wright-Duffy trans¬ 
action appears on its face to be 
a clear violation of Sec. 16 of the 
Parliament of Canada Act. 

Walsh said he believes it 
would be easier to secure a 
conviction under the act than 
under any of the Criminal Code

The act specifies that no 
senator shall receive “any 
compensation” for services 
rendered in relation to any 
bill, contract, controversy, 
accusation or other matter 
before the Senate, House or 
any committee. 


provisions cited thus far by the 
RCMP. Indeed, he doubts crim¬ 
inal charges could be made to 
stick in the Wright-Duffy deal. 

“The evidentiaiy burden I 
think is less (under the act) and, 
to that extent, it ought to be an 
easier task to prosecute,” Walsh 
said in an interview.

Too big to fail? Over $1.7B 
already spent on Cyclone 
helicopter purchase plan 


More than $1.7 billion has 
already been spent on the 
elusive effort to upgrade Can¬ 
ada’s helicopter fleet, internal 
documents show, providing a 
clue as to why the Harper gov¬ 
ernment is sticking with the 
troubled program. 

In the aftermath of an in¬ 
dependent report last fall on 
the beleaguered plan to buy 
the CH-148 Cyclone choppers 
as replacements for Canada’s 
aging Sea King fleet, the gov¬ 
ernment acknowledged it was 
looking at other aircraft, even 
going so far as to meet with 
other manufacturers. 

Documents show the 
money went towards “acquisi¬ 
tion progress payments” and 
“in-service support set-up.” The 
nearly decade-long program 
has delivered just four test heli¬ 
copters that National Defence 
has refused to formally accept. 

Cancelling the program 
was clearly not an option, say 
critics who accuse the Con¬ 
servatives of perpetrating a 
charade with its consultations 
last fall. 

“It would have been a big¬ 
ger blow to them, to their base, 
than the F-35 situation,” said 
NDP defence critic Jack Harris.

Pussy Riot sets up 
prisoners’ rights NGO 



Justice Zone. Punk 
band will still make 
music, but its focus is 
on activism 


The recently freed members 
of the punk protest group 
Pussy Riot will be less musical 
and even more political as 
they fight for human rights 
in Russia. Maria Alyokhina 
and Nadezhda Tololconnilcova 
have revealed plans to set up 
a new human rights organiza¬ 
tion called Zona Prava (Justice 
Zone), which will focus on 
protecting prisoners’ rights. 
Alyokhina and Tololconnilcova 
spoke to Metro about their 
new project and their thoughts 
on the Sochi Games. 

Q: When will your human 
rights organization begin to 
work? 

Alyokhina: In late Januaiy, 
our organization Zona Prava 
will be officially registered. 
Even before this its website 


will be set up, and all the in¬ 
formation about it will appear 
across social networks. 

Q: What will be the first 
actions Zona Prava will carry 
out? 

Alyokhina: The veiy first ac¬ 
tions will be directed towards 
specific people with whom we 
are connected. They are con¬ 
victed women who testified 
before human rights activists 
about what’s going on in the 
penal colonies. These people 
are subjected to repression, 
and we intend first and fore¬ 
most to legally protect them. 
The issue is about court cases 


and grievances made against 
various departmental and 
prosecutorial authorities. 

Q: The Winter Olympics in 
Sochi take place next month. 
Will you boycott them? 

Tololconnikova: Yes, as 
citizens of Russia, we will boy¬ 
cott the Games. We will also 
call for all Russian citizens 
who do not agree with the 
current government’s policy, 
as well as foreign representa¬ 
tives of different countries 
and companies to boycott the 
event.

Rodman says he’s sorry

Dennis Rodman apologized 
Thursday for comments he 
made in North Korea about a 
detained American missionaiy, 
saying he had been drinking 
and was under pressure as he 
organized a game with former 
NBA players. 

The former basketball star 
issued the apology through 
publicist Jules Feller in an 
email message to The Associ¬ 
ated Press, a day after he sang 
“Happy Birthday” to North Ko¬ 
rean leader Kim Jong Un at the 
start of the friendly game. 

Rodman has been slammed 
for not using his influence with 
Kim to help free Kenneth Bae, 
the missionaiy in poor health 
who is being confined in North 
Korea for “anti-state” crimes. In 
an interview with CNN on Tues¬ 
day, Rodman implied Bae was 
at fault. 

“I want to apologize,” Rod- 
man said Thursday. “I take full 
responsibility for my actions. 
It had been a veiy stressful 
day. Some of my teammates 
were leaving because of pres¬ 
sure from their families and 
business associates. My dreams 
of basketball diplomacy was 
quickly falling apart. I had been 
drinking. It’s not an excuse but 
by the time the interview hap¬ 


pened I was upset. I was over¬ 
whelmed. It’s not an excuse, it’s 
just the truth.” 

Rodman said he wanted to 
apologize first to Bae’s family. 
“I’m veiy sorry. At this point 
I should know better than to 
make political statements. I’m 
truly sorry.” 

In the interview, Rodman 
was asked whether he would 
raise the issue of Bae during his 
visit. 

Bae, a Korean-American 
Christian missionaiy and tour 


operator based in China, has 
been detained for more than a 
year. North Korea sees mission¬ 
aiy work as a threat to its au¬ 
thoritarian government. Bae’s 
sister, Terri Chung, welcomed 
Rodman’s apology. 

“I think it’s good to see 
him recognize the gravity and 
the urgency of Ken’s plight,” 
she said from her home in Ed¬ 
monds, Washington. “It’s noth¬ 
ing he can make light of or 
play games with.”

Lessons from an old flame 


Whether it was the fatal luge crash at Whistler's too-fast sled track, the spring-like weather, or the opening ceremony cauldron malfunction, 
Vancouver's 2010 Winter Olympics had a dismal start. But they enjoyed a strong finish because red mitten-clad Canadians poured into the streets to cheer on 
their athletes. But when it comes to a mega-event's legacy, host cities want more than smiles, high fives and happy memories. 

They want infrastructure, jobs and investment. With the 2014 Winter Games starting next month, Metro looks at Vancouver's Olympic legacy, 
which could serve as a warning — or hope — for both Sochi and Toronto, host of the 2015 Pan American Games

THE PITCH 

During his B.C. premiership, 
Gordon Campbell was the big¬ 
gest salesman for the Vancou¬ 
ver 2010 Winter Olympics. 

He claimed it would add $10 
billion to the province’s econ¬ 
omy and he boldly challenged 
the tourism industry to use the 
Games to double its revenue. 
Governments also tried to use 
the Games to spark domestic 
and international trade and in¬ 
vestment, but the 2008 global 
economic crisis got in the way. 

During the boom-and-bust, 
bid-to-hosting cycle between 
2000 and 2010, Campbell’s B.C. 
Progress Board found B.C.’s 
economy, personal income and 
jobs rankings fell behind other 
provinces and social conditions 
remained static at ninth over¬ 
all. 


TOURISM FALLS SHORT 

Through 2012, tourism was 
a $13.5-bilhon industry, unlike¬ 
ly to reach Campbell’s $18-bil- 
lion wish by 2015. 

“Even though it received a 
boost from the 2010 Olympic 
Games, the province’s tourism 
sector has not kept pace with 
the rest of the economy over 
the longer run, as growth in 
2011 and 2012 has been well 
below the average in other in¬ 
dustries,” according to a Des¬ 
tination B.C. report. 

Since 2007, tourism ex¬ 
panded 4.5 per cent, which is 
below the 6.1 per cent for the 
overall economy and the 7.8 
per cent for the service sector. 

Buoyed by a record Olympic 
Februaiy, Vancouver registered 
8.415 million hotel stays in 
2010, far below the 2007 record 


of 8.91 million. For 2012, the 
most recent year available, Van¬ 
couver counted 8.34 million 
room nights. 

A BOOM FOR REAL ESTATE 

Greater Vancouver home- 
building and buying boomed. 
The population has swelled by 
100,000 since Januaiy 2010. 
The Economist Intelligence 
Unit named Vancouver the 
world’s third most-livable city, 
but North America’s most-ex¬ 
pensive. 

Metro Vancouver housing 
starts of 8,203 in 2000 reached 
20,736 in 2007. After plum¬ 
meting to 8,339 in 2009, starts 
recovered to 19,027 in 2012. 

The Games had an estimat¬ 
ed 1.8 billion viewers world¬ 
wide, including many deep- 
pocketed real estate investors. 


Real Estate Board of Greater 
Vancouver statistics show the 
detached property benchmark 
was $425,540 when the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
chose Vancouver in July 2003 
and rose to $800,796 in Febru¬ 
aiy 2010. It reached $927,000 in 
December 2013. 

NOT A BUSINESS DRAW 

Vancouver, Richmond and 
Surrey combined with West¬ 
ern Economic Diversification 
Canada for the $1.54-million 
Metro Vancouver Commerce 
hospitality program at Games- 
time. They wined, dined and 
plied 100 businesspeople with 
Games tickets, hoping to draw 
investment. 

Two months after the 
Games, MVC boasted eight 
deals worth $60 million. Four 


small companies agreed to 
open Vancouver offices, none 
of which remains or appears 
active. A $25-million hydrogen 
plant project between North 
Vancouver’s H-Tec and Que¬ 
bec’s Air Liquide hasn’t hap¬ 
pened. Abbotsford’s Cascade 
Aerospace denied a $27 million 
deal with Lockheed Martin was 
related to MVC. 

MVC’s Februaiy 2011 up¬ 
date claimed $168.8 million of 
investments — of which $146.4 
million were one-offs. MVC 
took credit for luring Mission 
Impossible 4 to shoot in Van¬ 
couver and Digital Domain’s 
work on Tron and Thor. Digital 
Domain spokeswoman Julie 
Miller said the studio couldn’t 
attribute any of its growth to 
MVC. 

Pixar, the Disney digital ani¬ 
mation studio, drew Campbell 


and Mayor Gregor Robertson to 
the post-Olympic opening of its 
Gastown office in April 2010. It 
closed in October 2013. 

WAS IT WORTH IT? 

So what became of Camp¬ 
bell’s $10 billion Olympic 
boost? 

An October 2011 PwC re¬ 
port commissioned by Ottawa 
and Victoria estimated the 
Games increased B.C.’s Gross 
Domestic Product by $2.3 bil¬ 
lion from 2003 to 2010. Hosting 
the Olympics was among many 
reasons why B.C.’s debt grew 
$24 billion over the last decade. 

Was the Games’ $6 billion- 
plus price tag money well- 
spent? In early 2011, B.C.’s 
then-Auditor General John 
Doyle chose not to conduct a 
post-Games audit. 
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Post-Games: The good, bad and ugly of the venues 


The Olympic-triggered, 
$8oo-miUion Sea-to-Sky 
Highway widening made 
the drive to Whistler 
faster and smoother. 
Vancouver International 
Airport is only 26 minutes 
from downtown via the 
$i.9-billion Canada Line. 
Vancouver Convention 
Centre was expanded for 
$880 million to host ma¬ 
jor international conven¬ 
tions and it has the 2010 
Winter Games cauldron 
as a decoration. 

But with Canada’s 
athletes bound for next 
month’s Sochi Olympics 
getting a street party 
send-off Jan. 11 in Banff 
— not Whistler — and 
a homecoming parade 
planned for May in Cal¬ 
gary, the 1988 Games host 
that remains the national 
winter sports training 
base, one has to wonder: 
What’s the Vancouver 
2010 winter sport legacy?

Petitioned to receivership in 
November 2010, all but 67 of 
the 1,108 units were sold or 
rented by November 2013.

Alex Bilodeau won 
Canada’s first home gold 
medal on Cypress Moun¬ 
tain’s freestyle slope, but 
the Olympic halfpipe was 
demolished. 


Whistler Olympic

Site of cross-country 
skiing, biathlon, nordic 
combined and ski jump¬ 
ing, it drew 20,000 to last 
June’s Tough Mudder ob¬ 
stacle race.

Luge tragedy remains 
darkest legacy of 2010 



Outside Whistler Sbding 
Centre’s office, a plaque on a 
bench in memoiy of luger No¬ 
dar Kumaritashvili reads: “In 
his honour, live fife fully and 
pursue excellence in all that 
you do.” The flag of Georgia is 
draped above. 

The 21-year-old, from the 
country next door to Sochi, 
reached 144.3 km/h during 
the fateful Feb. 12, 2010 train¬ 
ing run, exceeding the track’s 
designed speed. He was cata¬ 
pulted off his out-of-control 
sled, into an unpadded pole, 
and pronounced dead an hour 
later. 

Unlike Polish-bom-Brit Kaz- 
imierz Kay-Skrzypeski at Inns¬ 
bruck 1964, Kumaritashvili’s 
crash was broadcast and it was 
on opening day. 

In Februaiy 2011, CBC’s 
Fifth Estate revealed a March 
2009 email by VANOC CEO 
John Furlong to senior VAN¬ 
OC executives. Architect Udo 
Gurgel complained the track 
was not built to his speed 
specifications. 

“An athlete gets badly in¬ 
jured or worse and I think the 
case could be made we were 
warned and did nothing,” Fur¬ 
long wrote. 

The B.C. Coroner ruled it 
an accident. A safety audit by 
Southern Alberta Institute of 
Technology recommended 


international luge and bobsled 
federations improve track de¬ 
sign guidance, a maximum 
safe velocity, rollover barrier 
design standards, incident an¬ 
alysis, equipment safety and 
driver/shder competence. 

The men’s start was moved 
down to the women’s level the 
day after the tragedy. A new 
women’s start was built for the 
2013 world championships. 

The steep Blaclccomb slope 
and narrow footprint helped 
make Whistler the world’s 
fastest track, one-fifth the 
width of Salt Lake’s 2002 track. 
The $119 milbon sbding cen¬ 
tre opened in 2008, more than 
double the Bid Book budget. 
Did a nearby run-of-river 


power plant influence the de¬ 
sign? 

Correspondence between 
Fitzsimmons Creek power 
plant builder Ledcor and the 
Vancouver 2010 Bid Corpora¬ 
tion in 2002 and 2003 indicat¬ 
ed the location for the 3.4 km 
penstock pipe was contentious. 
Ledcor worried that moving 
it too close to cliffside would 
be risky and wanted compen¬ 
sation from VANOC for the 
added costs. The 2009-installed 
pipe comes within 10 m of the 
track. Owner Innergex began 
operations in Januaiy 2010. 

SAIT Prof. Alex Zahavich 
said his audit did not look at 
“anything relative to the sur¬ 
rounding area.” International 


Luge Federation executive dir¬ 
ector Svein Romstad was un¬ 
aware the penstock was a bid- 
era issue. VANOC construction 
chief Dan Doyle said it was 
“resolved without much fuss.” 

“I do not remember having 
to change the design of the 
track because of it,” said Doyle, 
now B.C. Premier Christy 
Clark’s chief of staff.

With opposing hearts 


Olympic booster and opponent 
ponder Vancouver legacy 

Ex-Vancouver Canucks owner Arthur Griffiths was Vancouver 
Whistler Bid Society’s leader when it got Canadian Olympic 
Committee approval in 1998 to seek the 2010 Games. Scientist 
and author Chris Shaw was Vancouver’s best-known Olympic 
critic. In separate interviews they look back at Vancouver 2010. 

Most important legacy? 

Griffiths: “The spirit that Vancouver demonstrated... That 
our fans, the residents and so on just really stepped up to 
the plate and made this a fun experience for anybody that 
watched or attended the Games.” 

Shaw: “The Government of Canada, acting on behalf of the 
Olympics, made the possibbity of civil dissent a subject for 
surveblance. For me that was the most shocking revelation, 
that our society is not as free and democratic.” 

Was it money well spent? 

Griffiths: “Without question...Ultimately Vancouver showed 
that you can host the Olympics by creating venues that have 
real long term use and take advantage of the venues that are 
already here.” 

Shaw: “I don’t think so. Comparing it to the Russians, guess 
we got a bargain! That $6 bbbon or whatever the real number 
turned out to be could clearly have been used for many more 
beneficial things that would have aided society at large.” 

Advice for Toronto, host of the 2015 Pan American Games. 

Griffiths: “They’re spread out over such a vast area. It is a 
huge, huge undertaking, just more athletes than the Winter 
Games. I hope they wbl demonstrate to themselves, they wib 
demonstrate to anybody looking, the IOC and FIFA, that there 
is an opportunity for Toronto... to host a future Games or 
some major sporting event. Toronto is more than equipped 
for it.” 

Shaw: “Your city is going to change for that period of time 
and you wib not be able to go about your business the same 
way because it is for the benefit of the people who run the 
Games... best advice is to do what a lot of people did in Vancou¬ 
ver: Get out of town... Having said that, if you really want to 
express your view, go out in the streets with a placard and see 
how far you get with that and express your displeasure to the 
powers that be.” bob mackin/for metro in Vancouver

London, England’s police force 
said Thursday it was rolling 
out vest-mounted video cam¬ 
eras to some of the capital’s 
2,300 firearms officers, hoping 
to help build public confidence 
after a contentious inquest ver¬ 
dict on a fatal shooting. 

The announcement came 
a day after an inquest jury 
largely vindicated police of¬ 
ficers over the fatal shooting 
of 29-year-old Mark Duggan, 
whose death triggered riot¬ 
ing across England more than 
two years ago. 

The case, and its contested 
conclusion, raised familiar 
questions about whether 
armed police are too quick to 
shoot, and whether they can 
be held accountable if they 
are. 

Speaking late Wednesday, 
Metropolitan Police Commis¬ 
sioner Bernard Hogan-Howe 
said the camera experiment

was an attempt to improve 
transparency and restore 
public trust in the force.

Baby girl is due in 
early February. Both 
mother and daughter 
say they’ve bonded 
over the experience 


A 58-year-old U.S. woman 
is set to give birth in a few 
weeks... to her first grand¬ 
child. Julia Navarro is serving 
as a gestational surrogate for 
her daughter and son-in-law 
after the couple struggled 
with fertility problems. 

Navarro’s daughter Lorena 
McKinnon said she began try¬ 
ing to have a baby with her 
husband, Micah McKinnon, 
three years ago. The 32-year- 
old, from Provo, Utah, said 
she’s had about a dozen mis¬ 
carriages, with the longest 
pregnancy lasting 10 weeks. 

After several tries, the 
couple began looking for a 
surrogate. McKinnon said a 
friend and sister both con¬ 
sidered cariying her baby, but 
ultimately decided against it. 

That’s when her mother 
offered to step in. 

Navarro had to undergo 
hormone shots for three 
months before an embiyo 
fertilized by her daughter 
and son-in-law could be im¬ 
planted. Because of her age, 
doctors had warned there 
was only a 45 per cent chance 
the implantation would be 
successful. But the procedure 
was a success, and Navarro 


said she’s had a smooth preg¬ 
nancy carrying a developing 
baby girl. 

As with other surrogacy 
arrangements, the couple 
and Navarro needed three 
months of counselling. 

“The psychologists wanted 
to make sure we knew what 
we were getting into, that 
we were mentally prepared,” 
McKinnon said. “Mostly, sur¬ 
rogacy contracts are with 
people you don’t know. It was 
weird to have a contract with 
my mom.” the associated press 


Surrogates 


It’s unclear how rare it is for 
a woman to carry her own 
grandchild, but reports have 
detailed similar relationships. 


• Last year, a 53-year-old 
Iowa woman gave birth to 
her twin granddaughters. 
And in 2012, a 49-year-old 
woman in Maine gave 
birth to her grandson. 


• According to Utah law, 


surrogates must be 21 or 
older, financially stable 
and must have already 
given birth once. Couples 
must be married and 
are allowed to offer a 
reasonable payment to a 
surrogate. 


• On average, a couple can 
spend about $60,000 US 
on procedures and paying 
the surrogate.

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Food heavyweights have slim-down success 


Beat resolution. 

Companies used classic 
diet methods — portion 
control and calorie 
reduction — to pare 
down calories in products 


Some of the largest food com¬ 
panies in the U.S. have cut daily 


calorie counts by an average 
of 78 per person, a new study 
says, more than four times the 
amount the industry pledged to 
slash by next year. 

The study, sponsored by the 
Robert Wood Johnson Founda¬ 
tion, found that between 2007 
and 2012, the estimated total 
cut in food product calories 
from a group of 16 major food 
companies was in the range of 
6.4 trillion. 


Page turner. French Senate 
tries to give independent 
bookstores fairy tale ending 


If the French Senate gets its 
way, retail giant Amazon and 
its online peers won’t be able 
to offer free book deliveries in 
France anymore. 

In an unusual show of 
unity Thursday, the upper 
house of parliament unani¬ 
mously approved a bill that 
would amend a 33-year-old 
law regulating book prices, 
and help struggling independ¬ 
ent book sellers, which have 
faced tough competition from 
cost-cutting online vendors in 
the digital age. 

In essence, the Senate pro¬ 
posal would strip some of the 
convenience and financial 
advantage of having online 
book purchases delivered to 
the home or office. The bill 
would allow online vendors 
like U.S.-based Amazon to cut 
the regular deliveiy price by 
up to five per cent — but not 
provide free delivery. It differs 
slightly from a bill passed in 
the National Assembly, parlia¬ 
ment’s lower house, in Octo¬ 



ber, which said nothing about 
barring free delivery. 

Amazon.fr systematically 
offers both a five per cent 
discount on books and free 
deliveiy. Amazon declined to 
comment. A company spokes¬ 
woman in France referred 
only to a previous statement 
following the Assembly vote 
that said “all measures aim¬ 
ing to raise the book price on 
the Internet will first penalize 
French consumers and lower 
their purchasing power.”

Gabrielle. Quebec-born filmmaker 
strives for bittersweet romantic tale 


Sometimes less is more. Just 
ask director Louise Archam- 
bault, whose film Gabrielle 
went through many changes 
before cameras rolled. 

“The story was much bigger 
in the beginning,” says the Que- 
bec-bom filmmaker. “For a long 
time half of it was set in India. 
It was big. We almost asked for 
money for funding with that 
script. I wanted those Indian 
kids to come to Montreal and it 
was so complicated. It was veiy 
big for my second feature. My 
producers said, Are you sure 
you want to do all this?’ So at 
some point I decided to cut it 
in half and focus on Gabriele 
and just have a little incursion 
to India.” 

The result is an intimate 
film focused on the title char¬ 
acter, a young woman with 
Williams syndrome who falls 
in love with Martin (Alexandre 
Landry), a singer in her recrea¬ 
tion centre choir. When Mar¬ 
tin’s mother expresses concern 
about the relationship, Gab¬ 
rielle becomes determined to 
find happiness, independence 
and a relationship with her boy¬ 
friend despite the roadblocks 



and prejudices presented by 
her developmental disabilities. 

Played by first timer Gab¬ 
rielle Marion-Rivard, the film 
takes on extra meaning when it 
is revealed that the actress has 
Williams syndrome in real life. 

“I didn’t know if she would 
have the strength or the talent 
to make the film,” says Archam- 
bault. “For an actor to have a 
feature film on your shoulders 
is huge, so for a year I hesitated. 
I did some workshops with her. 
With her syndrome she has 
theatrical behaviour, so she is 


very extroverted and that’s not 
good for cinema but I loved her 
light... her magical light. Her 
happiness.... And, she’s a good 
singer! And I needed a good 
singer. No lip syncing. 

“At some point I realized, it 
was her. I’ll let go of perfection 
and things I had in mind and 
I’ll try to find ways to work with 
her and find solutions every 
day because she is just so right 
for the part. It wasn’t that easy, 
and editing helps.” 

The finished film is a tender 
tearjerker, but undeniably soul¬ 
stirring. “It’s a delicate subject,” 
says Archambault, “but I knew 
I didn’t want to go into miser- 
abilism and at the same time I 
didn’t want it to be too sugaiy. 
If I had used only actors I think 
it would have been fake. 

“We hoped we would reach 
an audience. I didn’t want to 
just make a film about men¬ 
tally challenged people in love. 
Yes, it is a film about love but 
it is about music as well: choir 
singing and how it gives you 
strength, whatever you are in 
life. I wanted people to identify 
with that.”

It takes a certain amount 
of confidence and bravado 
to wade into the buddy-cop 
genre with a brand new 
entiy, and luckily no one’s 
ever accused Ice Cube and 
Kevin Hart of lacking confi¬ 
dence. Here’s what they had 
to say about what it took to 
pull off their new comedy, 
Ride Along. 

Ice Cube on how to ap¬ 
proach a “buddy-cop” 
movie: 

The goal for Ride Along was 
to “be true to the characters 
and the script, but also try 
to find a niche that makes 
us unique. People have seen 
buddy comedies since movies 
began, even before that prob¬ 
ably. There are some great 
ones, and they’re great for a 
reason: because they make 
their own niche and their 
own mark on the genre. 
That’s what we wanted to do. 
We want it to be 48 Hours 


for this new generation who 
don’t know who the hell 
Nick Nolte is. 

Kevin Hart on being careful 
to not make his character 
too annoying: 

You have to have someone 
there who can dial you back, 
and Cube coming in as an 
actor, a producer, a guy who 
was really in front of and 
behind the scenes on this 
film, he wasn’t shy with col¬ 
laboration and suggestions. 
When you’re protected and 
everybody knows to pull you 
back when you’re going too 
far, it just helps for not only 
a great rapport but for build¬ 
ing trust. 

Ice Cube on how annoying 
Kevin Hart actually is: 

Kevin is not annoying at all 
just as himself, but he plays 
that mosquito very well. He 
knows how to go there and 
make it feel honest and true, 
and that’s cool because if you 
don’t stay in your lane on 
these movies, they can kind 
of cancel each other out. I’m 
not tiying to be funny and 
he’s not tiying to say, ‘OK, 
here’s my scene where I can 
be Dirty Hariy.’ I trust that 
he’s going to come up with 
the funny lines, he’s going to 
have the funny ad-libs. And 
he trusts me to sustain the 





setup and tiy to milk it as 
long as we can before it falls 
apart. 

Ice Cube on having an “I 
guess it was a good day” 
reference worked into the 
film: 

Tim Stoiy or the writers 
(thought of that). For some 
reason, in most of my movies 
I’m saying something that 


has to do with a record I’ve 
done. In Torque, I drove 
right by the police and they 
were like, ‘Say f— the police 
right as you drive by.’ I just 
did some stuff with 22 Jump 
Street where they wanted me 
to say one of my lines. It’s 
cool. I don’t mind. Only if it 
works for what we’re doing, 
if it adds up to a winlc-winlc 
to the audience.” 


Kevin Hart on the joys of 
filming in Atlanta: 

I loved Atlanta. I can’t say 
why I had a good time 
because I don’t want this 
to come out misconstrued. 
But I love Atlanta for a 
lot of reasons. I’m in a 
relationship and I love my 
lady. I just want to... clear 
that up. (laughs) I’ll leave 
it there.

True Detective delves into dark places 


New HBO series. 

Real drama comes 
from conflict between 
two protagonists, 
played by Hollywood 
vets McConaughey 
and Harrelson 


A number of things set True 
Detective apart. 

For starters, this new HBO 
drama series stars Matthew 
McConaughey and Woody Har¬ 
relson, a pair of actors known 
not for TV but for features 
(Harrelson’s Cheers run ended 
21 years ago). 

And they tackle, in effect, 
not one but two roles apiece: 
Former Louisiana State Police 
detectives interrogated in 2012 
about a homicide case we see 
them working, in flashback, in 
1995. 

The series was written in its 
entirety by its creator, Nic Pizz- 
olatto, a novelist whose only 
prior TV credit was a brief turn 
on AMC’s The Killing. 

One other thing distin¬ 
guishes True Detective. Not 
only does the writing draw 
upon a singular vision, but so 
does its fulfilment: The entire 
eight-episode season was stew- 
arded by just one director. 


Premiere 


True Detective premieres 
Sunday at 9 p.m. EST on 
HBO. 


Such a solo act is virtually 
unprecedented for a TV drama 
series. But it made sense for 
True Detective, says Cary Joji 
Fukunaga, who landed the job. 

“When you have one per¬ 
son guiding the vision all the 
way through and gaining the 
trust of the actors, the chain 
isn’t broken from one episode 
to another,” he says. “It all just 
flows.” 

Fukunaga, 36, made the 
2011 film Jane Eyre, and wrote 
as well as directed Sin Nombre, 
which won the 2009 directing 
prize at the Sundance Film Fes¬ 
tival. 

The tale stems from a rit¬ 
ualistic murder of a woman 
found nude, mutilated and 
crowned with deer antlers 
in the middle of nowhere in 
1995. This ghoulish crime, the 
handiwork of a serial killer, is 
eventually solved by Detectives 
Rust Cohle (McConaughey) 
and Martin Hart (Harrelson). 

Or was it? Pressed by in¬ 
vestigators in 2012, the two 
former partners are forced to

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relive the case, as well as their 
stormy relationship, amid 
growing doubt that the right 
man was charged. 

“But the murder mysteiy is 
the least part of the story,” says 
Fukunaga. “To me, what really 
mattered was these two guys 
and their journey. The mur¬ 
der case is a foil, a genre-based 
hook, to get to know them.” 


The real drama, he says, 
issues from the conflict both 
these men have “reconciling 
who they should be with who 
they are really are. Some men 
explore it, while some men 
prefer to repress it.” 

The show is a “multi-lay¬ 
ered police procedural whose 
truest investigation is into the 
nature of its two protagonists,” 


says Pizzolatto. “Its best mo¬ 
ments come from those men 
just speaking straight into 
the camera, or riding in a car 
together, or when one of them 
comes to eat dinner at the 
other’s house.” 

Such illuminating inter¬ 
ludes distinguish True Detec¬ 
tive, which, if it wins a second 
season, will focus on new char¬ 


acters in a different setting 
but stick to its original format 
where, as in Season 1, “char¬ 
acters are delivering their ver¬ 
sions of the truth juxtaposed 
with the actual happenings,” 
says Pizzolatto, “revealing the 
discrepancies between the 
two: The image won’t he, but 
the person narrating it might

During Chinese New Year, dis¬ 
playing and eating tangerines 
and oranges is said to bring 
wealth and luck. Sounds like a 
fine start to the new year! 

It doesn’t hurt that oranges 
are hitting their prime about 
now. A great way to use up or¬ 
anges is to make ambrosia, a 
lightly sweet treat that origin¬ 
ates in the American South.
